I. HAT ſeveral Lords and Inhabitants of it ſeveral Towns in the Corinty of Lintols 
having right to the Soil and Comons of Deep:ng Fen and ſeveral other Fens,contain- 
ing together above zo0o0o Acres, which being ſurrounded with water,ſeveral perſons 

| offer to undertake thedreining thereof, fo as in conſideration of theirCharges, they 

niighr have one motery for their Incouragement: Thereupon, by an A of Parliament made iti 
the 16 and 19 years of the Reign of his Jare Majeſty,byConſenr of the ſaid Lord&-and Common: - 
ers, all the ſaid Fens were Veſted in ſeveral Perſons therein named, in truſt asto one Moiery fot 
the Lords and Commoners, and the other Moiety ſfor the Undertakers, with a Proyiſo therein, 
' Thar if the Undertakets did not ſufficiently drein the ſame within 7 years, or ſhould: after the' 5 
years permit the ſame to be hurtfully ſurrounded with water for 5 years together, and that the 
ſame ſhould be ſo adjudged by view or preſentment in that behalf made by 12 of the Commiſſio- 
ners of Sewers for thatCounty,and filed on Record in the C.ourt of Chancery;Thar then and froni 
thenceforth the ſaid truſt as to the Underrakers Moiety;and all Eſtates by them granted thereout 
ſhonld ceaſe and be of no effet. And the Truſtees were to ſtand ſeized rheteof in truſt to permit 
the Commiſſioners to receive the Profits for Dreining the ſaid tens. An : the ſaid Undertakers wete 
alſo by the ſaid Act to Cleanſe and Imbank the ſeveral Rivers and Dreins therein mentioned fot 
the benefit of the ſaid Lords and Commoners. | | 

' And theſaid Undertakers not having hitherto performed the ſaid Proviſo, bur after the ſaid 9 

years having permitred the ſaid Fens to be overflowed by the ſpace of 13 years tcgether; as by 

ſeveralVerdias and an Adjudication of 48. of the moſt able and ſubſtantia|Commiſſioners of Sew- 
ers, whereof the Earl of Linſey and the Lord Sherrard were two ready to hn renin gt appear; 
the Intereſt of the ſaid Untertakers is thereby become forfeited, and therefore there is no Reaſoii 
that either they or their Afigris ſhould be incorporated. | 


IL. That the faid Lords and Commoners by means of what the Undertakers have already done, 

and their neglect of what they ought ro have done, are in a far worſe Condition now than they 

were at the tinie of their ſaid Undertaking ; and in particular, the Towns of Spalding and Pink- 

be:k who haye the greateſt ſhare of Commons in rhe ſaid Fens, who had two navigable Riyers,atid 
ne”- wanted freſh Water for the uſe of the ſaid Towns, have not ſufficient freſh water eirhet fot i 
.£ Cattle. ; 


I. That in Caſe the Undertakets ſhould be Incorporated, it would be more difficult fot the 
Lords and Commoners 'to obtain fatisfaction\ for any wrong done by them, then now it is : 
And ſuch Corporation is not intended to be any Benefit to the Lords and Commoners, but to 
themſelves, TY 


TV. That by rhis Bill the Undertakers would be obliged only ro Dyke and Scower the 
Rivers of Glenn and Welland; when as by the ſaid At they are obliged ro maintain the Banks 
thereof ; which, if not done by them as they ought, (being part of rhe Conſideration for the ſaid 
Moyery) will be a very great charge to the Country. 


V. That by this Bill all the ſaid Rivers, and the Banks thereof niade and to be made, ire to 
be Veſted in the Undertakers for ever ; when as the ſame by the former A were Veſted in the 
Truſtees, as well for the ſaid Lords and Commoners,as for the Underrakets ; whereby the ſaid 
Undertakers will not onely be Intiruled ro the Soil of righr, belonging to rhe Queen Dowazer, 
and other Lotds there: But alfo diveſt them of their ſeveral Fiſhings in the ſaid Rivers. 


VI. That by this Bill the Undertakers Moyety; (which by the ſaid former A& was Veſted iti 
Truſt, ſubje& to the Proviſo aforeſaid) is to be abſolutely ſertled in the Undettakers, and their 
Heirs. Notwithſtanding their Breach of the Privoſo aforeſaid, and thereby the power of the 
ſaid Commiſſioners will be wholly raken away ; and ſo the Lords and Commoners, who confen- 
ted to give the Undettakers 15000 Acres of Land upon rhe Proviſo aforefaid, will not only 
looſe the ſame, but alſo be in a worſe Condition as to their own Moyety then they were before. 
. And the Truſt and Proviſo aforeſaid will be wholly deſtroyed.
